And 
there is another page of dates stretching 
far into the future, this time all the 
way to 2050 no less.

This time of the 
year has only to come, the carols echo 
across the plaza or from the car radio, 
and once again I remember. It's a 
sound. That's all. Nothing is seen. 
Come to think of it something is felt, 
and it is felt oh so deliciously and 
thrillingly - but I am getting ahead of 
myself. The moment I am referring 
to is that moment in childhood when one 
woke early on Christmas Day, far too 
early for the comfort of one's parents, 
and one stirred in the bed. The stir- 
ring was made while holding the breath. 
Slowly one's bent leg slipped down, 
straightening to reach the end of the 
bed. Then one felt the weight of those 
magic things which Santa Claus had 
placed there. One heard the rustling 
of paper. One might even hear the 
sound of metal rattling. It is almost 
impossible across the gulf of the decades 
to find words to describe that moment of 
waking. One can hear again with absolute 
clarity that rustling of paper and the 
clink of metal toys. Without getting 
too serious about it all one realizes 
now that such moments are part of the 
heaven of childhood. In fact the memory 
itself is a gift for all seasons. A 
happy Christmas to you.

FRA GIOVANNI: Sometimes at this time of 
the year, whether one is thinking of 
Christmas or of New Year, there is a 
problem. You want to greet someone but 
it may be that in the past year they 
have been through the mill in some way. 
Maybe there has been a major illness. 
Maybe there has been a bereavement. 

The situation can be many things. The 
point is that you know you can't come 
into that person's life with nothing 
more than a bright smile and a wish for 
all the goodies and joys of the season. 
The smile is important as we both know 
but there has to be some acknowledg- 
ment of the reality they have faced or 
still face. So let me share this lovely 
thing I cam across some years ago. You 
may have seen it and you just may have 
forgotten it. It's four and a half 
centuries old. It's part of a letter 
from Fra Giovanni to a friend. "I 
salute you. There is nothing I can give 
you which you have not; but there is 


` much that, while I cannot give you, you 


can take. No heaven can come to us un- 
less our hearts find rest in it today: 
Take heaven. No peace lies in the 
future which is not hidden in the pre- 
sent. Take peace. The gloom of the 
world is but a shadow; behind it, yet 
within our reach, is joy: Take joy. And 
so at this season I greet you, with the 
prayer that for you, now and forever, 
the day breaks and the shadows flee 
away." A lovely thing. At least I 
think so. It's from a letter written in 
1513 by Fra Giovanni. I offer it to you 


as a small but lovely gift in this season,

ANTHOLOGY 


REACHING OUT: Every yea“, just about 
this time I share a certian thought. 
It's about this season. No matter where 
one is originally from, no matter what 
religion we may be, or perhaps no reli- 
gion, this season is impossible to es- 
cape. The fact of the matter is that 
the modern Christmas is not so much 
nonreligious as it has become a vast 
universal new kind of quasi-religious 
experience. As with any religion there 
exists at the heart of our contemporary 
Christmas a great myth. In that myth 
everyone is happy. If they are not 
then they are outside the myth. In 
the myth everyone is going to the airport 
or the bus or the train station to meet 
people they love. In the myth everyone 
is giving and receiving gifts. Everyone 
is sitting around a family table. Every- 
one receives and sends cards. But you 
and I, if we take time to think for 
a single moment, realize that everyone 
is not part of this wonderful myth. 
In fact if we really think about it, 
every one of us can bring to mind at 
least one person known to us for whom 
for some reason this is anything but 
a happy season. A job has been lost, 
a dream shattered, a loved one lost, 
a marriage broken, a love affair gone 
sour. The list is longer but you know 
what I mean. In the euphoria of this 
season it is very easy to forget this. 
Indeed, even if we remember, it is 
very easy to distance ourselves from 
that sadness in someone else's life 
until the season is over. However, 
if we don't distance ourselves, if 
we reach out to that person, then para- 
doxically we don't lose Christmas. We 
discover the reality of it.

Saint Augustine said in the 5th century 
"With a flash of recognition I glimpsed 
the ALL THAT IS, but I could not fix my 
gaze thereon". For some reason it has 
kept on echoing in my mind. I'm not sure 
why. It just does. It says something 
elusive but haunting to me. It's talking 
about certain moments in life which you 
and I both know very well because we 

have experienced them. The trouble is 
that they are awfully difficult to put 
into words, and the truth is that we are 
very wary of trying to in case we will 

be thought weird. Such moments are doors 
that open in reality, and when they do 
they reveal for a split second an even 
greater reality beyond. These experiences 
are universal. The doorway that opens 
for a moment may be a sunset, a work of 
art, a baby's thumbnail perfectly formed, 
a truly beautiful face which may be 
either eighteen or eighty years old. It 
can be anything which opens the door. 

But as Augustine realized, we can't hang 
on to it. The door closes. You want to 
hang the golden sun just above the horizon 
but it refuses. We have been given a 
glimpse of ALL THAT IS but, as Augustine 
found, we cannot fix our gaze thereon. 
Those are the terms on which we are 

given the gift.

ANTHOLOGY 
TWO PART INVENTION: Madeleine L'Engle has 
written a great many books. She was 
married to Hugh Franklin and he recently 
died after a long and tough illness. 
Madeleine has used that experience for her 
latest book. She called it TWO PART 
INVENTION: THE STORY OF A MARRIAGE. The 
more you come to think of it that's exact- 
ly what a marriage must be if it's to 
have a chance. It must be a two part 
invention. The book itself is beautifully 
written and I commend it to you. For now 
I want to share two things from it. One 
is a quotation from the poet Conrad Aiken, 
two lines which Hugh Franklin said to his 
wife-to-be just before he proposed. 
"Music I heard with you was more than 
music, and bread I broke with you was 
more than bread." For some reason those 
two lines stay in my mind. The other 
thing I want to share from the book is 
this paragraph. "Our love has been any- 
thing but perfect and anything but static. 
Inevitably there have been times when one 
of us has outrun the other and has had to 
wait patiently for the other to catch up. 
There have been times when we have mis- 
understood each other, demanded too much 
of each other, been insensitive to the 
other's needs. I do not believe there is 
any marriage where this does not happen. 
The growth of love is not a straight line, 
But a series of hills and valleys. I 
Suspect that in every good marriage there 
are times when love seems to be over. 
Sometimes these desert times are the only 
way to the next oasis, which is far more 
lush and beautiful after the desert than 
it could possibly have been without it."

ANTHOLOGY 
ENCOURAGEMENT : 


All of us at some time need that which 
makes the difference between being en- 
couraged and discouraged. I'm reminded 
of a cartoon in the New Yorker some years 
ago which showed two buffalo on a plain. 
One has a pained expression on his face. 
The other asks him what's the matter. 

The first buffalo says "I've just heard 

a discouraging word". Well, there are 

a lot of such words around. Here is a 
very fine encouraging word I came across 
recently. It's by Frederick Buechner. 
"To remember my life is to remember 
countless times when I might have given 
up, when humanly speaking I might have 
gotten lost beyond the power of any to 
find me. But I didn't. I have not given 
up. And each of you, with all the memo- 
ries you have and the tales you could 
tell, you also have not given up. You 
also are survivors and are here. And 
what does that tell, our surviving? 

It tells us that weak as we are, a 
strength beyond our strength has pulled 
us through at least this far...Foolish 

as we are, a wisdom beyond our wisdom 

has flickered up just often enough to 
light us if not to the right path through 
the forest, at least to the path that 
leads forward...Faint of heart as we are, 
a love beyond our power to love has kept 
our hearts alive". A lovely piece from 
Frederick Buechner's book "A Room to 
Remember.

But that the dead 
are raised, even Moses showed, in the passage about the bush, where he calls 
the Lord the God of Abraham and the God of Isaac and the God of Jacob.

Our lives and the lives of our children 
and all generations as yet unborn are 
threatened, as never before, by the 
possibility of a nuclear war. I believe 
that the question of disarmament is the 
most pressing practical, moral and 
spiritual issue of our times. I'm not 
talking about abstractions. I'm talking 
about my life and your life and the lives 
of our children and all children every- 
where. If we value these lives, and if 
we know, truly know in our hearts, that 
by a natural and necessary extension of 
the imagination, children the world over 
are our children, then we must do every- 
thing in our power to work non-violently 
for peace. These beliefs are not only 

a central part of my social and moral 
stance but of my religious faith as well. 
Human society now possesses the terrible 
ability to destroy all life on earth, 

and our planet itself. Can anyone who 
has ever marvelled at the miracle of 
creation - who has ever borne or fathered 
a beloved child, who has ever looked 
closely at a tree or a plant or a river 
- fail to feel concerned and indeed 
anguished, every single day, at this 
thought?

And the word of the Lord came to Zechariah, saying, “Thus says 
the Lord of hosts, Render true judgements, show kindness and mercy each to 
his brother, do not oppress the widow, the fatherless, the sojourner, or the 
poor; and let none of you devise evil against his brother in your 
heart.” 7.1-10 


The Holy Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ according to Luke. 


| There came to Jesus some Sadducees, those who say that there is no resurrec- 
tion, and they asked him a question, saying, “Teacher, Moses wrote for us 
that if a man’s brother dies, having a wife but no children, the man must take 
the wife and raise'up children for his brother. Now there were seven brothers; 
the first took a wife, and died without children; and the second and the third 
took her, and likewise all seven left no children and died. Afterward the 
woman also died. In the resurrection, therefore, whose wife will the woman 
be? For the seven had her as wife.” And Jesus said to them, “The sons of this 
age marry and are given in marriage; but those who are accounted worthy to 
attain to that age and to the resurrection from the dead neither marry nor are 
given in marriage, for they cannot die any more, because they are equal to 
angels and are sons of God, being sons of the resurrection. But that the dead 
are raised, even Moses showed, in the passage about the bush, where he calls 
the Lord the God of Abraham and the God of Isaac and the God of Jacob. 
Now heis not God of the dead, but of the living; for all live to him.” 20.27-38 


Margaret Laurence, perhaps Canada's most 
famous novelist, passed away on January 5, 
1987. She was a long-time, strong, and 
highly valued member of the Canadian 
Peace Movement and a strong supporter of 
Project Ploughshares. The following is 

a short excerpt from her "Mothers" Day- 
address, May 8, 1983". 


Our lives and the live of our children 
and all generations as yet unborn are 
threatened, as never before, by the 
possibility of a nuclear war. I believe 
that the question of disarmament is the 
most pressing practical, moral and © 
spiritual issue of our times. I'm not 
talking about abstractions. I'm talking 
about my life and your life and the lives 
of our children and all children every- 
where. If we value these lives, and if 
we know, truly know in our hearts, that 
by a natural and necessary extension of 
the imagination, children the world over 
are our children, then we must do every- 
thing in our power to work non-violently 
for peace. These beliefs are not only 

a central part of my social and moral 
stance but of my religious faith as well. 
Human society now possesses the terrible 
ability to destroy all life on earth, 

and our planet itself. Can anyone who 
has ever marvelled at the miracle of 
creation - who has ever borne or fathered 
a beloved child, who has ever looked 
closely at a tree or a plant or a river 
- fail to feel concerned and indeed 
anguished, every single day, at this 
thought?

sprang to stop him swallowing a stone. I 
got a spoon from the cottage and showed 
him how to dig. I showed him how to fill 
a small coloured bucket, also how to shake 
stones in it and make it rattle. I showed 
him how the dog would plunge in and get 

a piece of wood. By the way if a beach 

is a mile long and perfectly empty and 

one has placed a dry towel on one tiny 
section ot it - why is it that a dog 
emerging from the water will invariably 
shake himself right beside one's dry 
towel? Anyway, so passed an afternoon in 
the life of at least one grandfather. 

What did I learn? I learned again the 
indescribably exciting newness of creation 
for a small child, and I realized once 
again that it is more and more required 
of us all to retain that childlike wonder. 
Come to think of it, after we have bap- 
tized a child these days, we pray that 

he or she may always have the gift of 

joy and wonder in all God's works.

CHIEF SEATTLE: Sally McFague of 


. Vanderbilt University has written a 


book which is getting a great deal of 
press. Its title is MODELS OF GOD FOR 
AN ECOLOGICAL NUCLEAR AGE. One of her 
insights was her calling for our imaging 
the planet as being part of the body of 
God, so that when we pollute a river we 
think of it as poisoning one of the veins 
of God, or when we pollute the air we 
think of it as ..harming the lungs of God. 
Now you will have your own response to 
that, one way or another, but I want to 
link all that with a statement I came 
across again recently. It's a passage 
from a speech made in 1854 by an Indian 
named Chief Seattle. It is a very famous 
address which the Chief gave to some 
white people at that time. I wonder 

how many of Chief Seattle's listeners 
back in 1854 shifted impatiently as they 
waited for him to finish. I wonder if 
they dismissed him as primitive and out 
of touch with reality. Listen to him: 


"Teach your children what we have taught 
our children, that the earth is our 
mother. Whatever befalls the earth 
befalls the children of the earth. If 
we spit upon the ground we spit upon 
ourselves. This we know. The earth 
does not belong to us. We belong to 

the earth. So love it as we have loved 


-it. Care for it as we have cared for 


it. With all your strength, with all 
your mind, with all your heart, preserve 
it for your children..." Chief Seattle 
in 1854, a voice far ahead of his time, 
had people only realized it.

ANTHOLOGY 


CHIEF SEATTLE: Sally McFague of 
Vanderbilt University has written a 

book which is getting a great deal of 
press. Its title is MODELS OF GOD FOR 
AN ECOLOGICAL NUCLEAR AGE. One of her 
insights was her calling for our imaging 
the planet as being part of the body of 
God, so that when we pollute a river we 
think of it as poisoning one of the veins 
of God, or when we pollute the air we 
think of it as harming the lungs of God. 
Now you will have your own response to 
that, one way or another, but I want to 
link all that with a statement I came 
across again recently. It's a passage 
from a speech made in 1854 by an Indian 
named Chief Seattle. It is a very famous 
address which the Chief gave to some 
white people at that time. I wonder 

how many of Chief Seattle's listeners 
back in 1854 shifted impatiently as they 
waited for him to finish. I wonder if 
they dismissed him as primitive and out 
of touch with reality. Listen to him: 


"Teach your children what we have taught 
our children, that the earth is our 
mother. Whatever befalls the earth 
befalls the children of the earth. If 
we spit upon the ground we spit upon 
ourselves. This we know. The earth 
does not belong to us. We belong to 

the earth. So love it as we have loved 
it. Care for it as we have cared for 
it. With all your strength, with all 
your mind, with all your heart, preserve 
it for your children..." Chief Seattle 
in 1854, a voice far ahead of his time, 
had people only realized it.

WESLEY: You may want to smile at 
the quaintness of this. It was 
written in 1747 and was so popular 
that it went into twenty three 
editions in the next forty years. 
Just listen to this gentle wise 
voice: "The air we breathe is of 
great consequence to our health. 
The great rule of eating and drink- 
ing is to suit the quality and 
quantity of the food to the strength 
of our digestion. Nothing conduces 
more to health than abstinence and 
plain food, with due labour. Water 
is the most wholesome of all drinks. 
Strong, and more especially spiri- 
tous liquors are a certain though 
slow poison. Experience shows that 
there is very seldom any danger in 
leaving them off at once. Coffee 
and tea are hurtful to persons who 
have weak nerves. Tender persons 
should eat very light suppers. They 
ought constantly to go to bed about 
nine and rise at four or five. A 
due degree of exercise is indis- 
pensably necessary to health and 
long life. The fewer clothes anyone 
uses, by day or night, the hardier 
he will be. The passions have a 
greater influence on health than 
most people are aware of. All 
violent and sudden passions dispose 
people to acute diseases. The slow 
and lasting passions such as grief 
or hopeless love bring on chronic 
diseases. The love of God is the 
sovereign remedy of all miseries...

COMPUTORS: Sherry Turkle is a faculty 
member in M.I.T. She is a psychologist 
and as such she has been doing some 

work on the relationship between people 


and computors, especially between children 


and computors. The book she has written, 
now in paper back, is not by any means 

a doomsday scenario. It sees some 
tendancies that will have to be watched 
carefully. It admits that there is 

a great deal we cannot yet evaluate 
because there simply has not yet been 
time to assess the evidence. But there 
is one area where there may be very 
good news coming from our experience 

of computers. Turkle says that the 
most obvious thing the computor does 

is that it sends us a message that 

we are not the only entities around who 
can think. If this is really so then it 
changes for the first time for centuries 
the way we think about our humanness. 

A long time ago philosophy gave us 

a definition of ourselves as rational 
beings. Our self definition has always 
been in terms of thinking. But now in 
the nineteen eighties, as we sit here 

in front of a machine which looks very 
like as if it or its soon-to-be descen- 
dants can do some thinking, we are 
beginning to define ourselves in a 
Significantly different way. We are 

no longer taking as our sole measure 

the category of rationality but that 

of emotion. ` People are different from 
computors, we are beginning to say, 
because people are emotional beings. 

One child, when asked, said that he 

was different from his computor because 
his computor could not cry. That child 
may have said something of immense signi- 


ficance.

No servant can serve two masters; for either 
he will hate the one and love the other, or he will be devoted to the one and 
despise the other. You cannot serve God and mammon.” 16.1-13 


ANTHOLOGY 


COMPUTORS: Sherry Turkle is a faculty 
member in M.I.T. She is a psychologist 
and as such she has been doing some 
work on the relationship between people 
and computors, especially between children 
and computors. The book she has written, 
now in paper back, is not by any means 

a doomsday scenario. It sees some 
tendancies that will have to be watched 
carefully. It admits that there is 

a great deal we cannot yet evaluate 
because there simply has not yet been 
time to assess the evidence. But there 
is one area where there may be very 

good news coming from our experience 

of computers. Turkle says that the 

most obvious thing the computor does 

is that it sends us a message that 

we are not the only entities around who 
can think. If this is really so then it 
changes for the first time for centuries 
the way we think about our humanness. 

A long time ago philosophy gave us 

a definition of ourselves as rational 
beings. Our self definition has always 
been in terms of thinking. But now in 
the nineteen eighties, as we sit here 

in front of a machine which looks very 
like as if it or its soon-to-be descen- 
dants can do some thinking, we are 
beginning to define ourselves in a 
significantly different way. We are 

no longer taking as our sole measure 

the category of rationality but that 

of emotion. People are different from 
computors, we are beginning to say, 
because people are emotional beings. 

One child, when asked, said that he 

was different from his computor because 
his computor could not cry. That child 
may have said something of immense signi- 


ficance.

Now the tax collectors and sinners were all drawing near to hear Jesus. And 
the Pharisees and the scribes murmured, saying, “This man receives sinners 
and eats with them.”

SERENDIPITY 


It occurred to me that I had only a 
vague idea of what "serendipity" means. 
The dictionary said that it meant "the 


discovery of pleasant things by accident". 


That's when you are searching for X 

and you trip over Y, which turns out 

to be much more worth while than the 

X you were so hotly and ceterminedly 

in pursuit of. It has happened to 

us all at one time or another, but 

the interesting thing is that we never 
really believe it will happen again. 
Does the name Rabindrinath Tagore mean 
anything to you? Tagore was a poet 

in the first half of this century. 

For some reason I always think of him 
as an earlier Khalil Gibran. There 

is the same gentle lyrical mysticism in 
their work. I suspect Tegore spoke to 
the romantic student in my generation as 
Gibran did and does in another. There is 
a short lyrical piece of Tagore which 
tells of a man who lived in a little 
house on the side of a huge forested 
valley. One day he looked across the 
great valley and he saw è shimmering 
golden door. Excited, he set out in the 
morning. All day he travelled down the 
valley side, across the wide river 

and up the opposite slope. At last 
toward evening he came to the spot. 
There was no golden door. only a ruined 
peasant's hut with a single broken 
window. And then the mar looked across 
the valley, across to where he knew his 
own small house to be, and there, shim- 
mering in the late evening, was the 
golden door. I think we both know what 
Tagore is telling us about life.

SERENDIPITY 


It occurred to me that I had only a 
vague idea of what "serendipity" means. 
The dictionary said that it meant "the 


discovery of pleasant things by accident". 


That's when you are searching for X 
and you trip over Y, which turns out 
to be much more worth while than the 

X you were so hotly and determinedly 
in pursuit of. It has happened to 

us all at one time or another, but 

the interesting thing is that we never 


‘really believe it will happen again. 


Does the name Rabindrinath Tagore mean 
anything to you? Tagore was a poet 

in the first half of this century. 

For some reason I always think of him 

as an earlier Khalil Gibran. There 

is the same gentle lyrical mysticism in 
their work. I suspect Tagore spoke to 
the romantic student in my generation as 
Gibran did and does in another. There is 
a short lyrical piece of Tagore which 
tells of a man who lived in a little 
house on the side of a huge forested 
valley. One day he looked across the 
great valley and he saw a shimmering 
golden door. Excited, he set out in the 
morning. All day he travelled down the 
valley side, across the wide river 

and up the opposite slope. At last 
toward evening he came to the spot. 
There was no golden door, only a ruined 
peasant's hut with a single broken 
window. And then the man looked across 
the valley, across to where he knew his 
own small house to be, and there, shim- 
mering in the late evening, was the 
golden door. I think we both know what 
Tagore is telling us about life.

ANTHOLOGY 


RITUAL: I was at a meeting recently 
where someone spoke of a person taking 
refuge in "mere ritual". While I know 
that there are things we sometimes say 
and do in life that are indeed mere 
ritual in that they do not respond to 
life in a real way, I felt that to 
speak of "mere" ritual was to dismiss 
a part of our lives whihc has deep 
meaning. 


Ritual can be an acting out in words 
and gestures of the meaning which a 
situation has for you. Take the great 
climactic moments in the cycle of human 
life. Coming of age, leaving home, 
marrying, having a child, dying. For 
these moments there have been rituals 
since the beginning of time, and there 
will always be. But there are far more 
things we need to ritualize if only 
because we are alive in an age when at 
every level of life, personal and pro- 
fessional, we are constantly leaving 
one thing for another without knowing 
what exactly is ahead of us. Life in 
the late 20th century, because it is 
full of constant change, is full of 
this element of leaving and grieving. 

A company is taken over. A school is 
closed. A department is shifted around. 
We change houses or apartments. Someone 
is moved into a residence for the aged. 
I was recently reading how a staff where 
computers were being installed silently 
passed an old typewriter from one to the 
other, then went out for lunch together. 
They were ritualizing an ending and even 
more important, a beginning. That more 
than anything else is the value of ritual 


- to give freedom to move from the past ° 


to the future.

DEPRESSION: I mentioned to you recently 
that I had come across an article by 

Sue Monk Kidd entitled "The Story Shaped 
Life". It was about the immensely 
healing effect on our lives of forming 
and telling our story, even if we do 

it only for ourselves. It is of course 
even more healing if it can be shared 


in some situation of trust and friendship. 


At a certain point she referred to 
something I think terribly important 
for those of us who experience periods 
of depression for which there seems 

to be no definable cause. Sue Monk 
Kidd mentioned a workshop where a person 
began to tell about the death of a 
Spaniel which had meant a great deal 

in her life. "I have been depressed 
for weeks" she said. "Some mornings 

I cannot get out of bed..." Suddenly 
she stopped in mid sentence and a look 
of awe came across her face. "My closest 
friend died last year and I never cried 
a Single tear. It seemed locked inside. 
I think she is the one for whom I am 
really grieving". In the very act 

of telling her story that person had 
unearthed a truth that was on its way 
to being buried down deep inside her. 
That episode demonstrates an important 
truth. The truth is that what we seem 
to be depressed about may not itself l 


. be the real reason. Sometimes by telling 


the story of our depression in terms 
of what we THINK is the reason for 

it, we just may stumble on the reason 
that is hiding down deep within us. 
Telling our story can be the key to 
unlocking a room quite different than 
the room we thought we were in.

Recently I have been close to a teenager

to ski with a couple of school friends. 
I don't question this because I know 
that it is valuable, even necessary, 
for him to tell the story of the terrible 
event which has thundered into his 
young life. There is a statement of 
Isak Dinesen I recall. She said "A11 
sorrows can be borne if we put them 

in a story or tell a story about them". 
When we are with someone who has had 

to face something really daunting, 

or someone who is wrestling with a 
formidable inner problenm, the most 
healing and helpful thing we can do 

for that person is to let them tell 

us the story which is forming around 
what they are wrestling with. Recently 
I was reading a sensitive article by 

an American author named Sue Monk Kidd. 
The article was entitled “The Story 
Shaped Life". Near the end of that 
article Kidd writes, "Creating story 

is an act of healing. To fashion an 
inner story of our pain carries us 

into the heart of it, which is where 
rebirth inevitably occurs. Telling 

our story puts us in an inner room 

with our suffering and allows us to 
dialogue with it...to interpret it... 
to see our difficulty in a new context... 
to find the comfort and courage to

ANTHOLOGY 


DEFENCES: 


All of us, myself included, have a 

lot of defences. Most of the time 

we employ them without even realizing 
it. There are whole areas of reality 
that none of us want to deal with. 

None of us want to deal with the reality 
of suffering, and above all none of 

us want to deal with the reality of 
death. Most of us, unless because 

of our work we know otherwise, can 
easily forget that suffering, far from 
being abnormal in life, is actually 

a great universal norm. Every moment 
that you and I go about our so called 
normal life, in that same moment life 
is ceasing to be normal for countless 
people as they are faced with illness, 
pain, tragedy, and bereavement. Most 
of us have the luxury of staying away 
from that reality unless we ourselves 
or someone very near to us is affected. 
Yet the problem with that kind of staying 
away from reality is that it places 

us in an unreal situation. What many 
people have found to be a really good 
idea is to confront the reality by 
involving oneself in it to the degree 
that one is able to. There are all 
sorts of volunteer roles in social 
Organizations, in hospitals, in churches 
where one can make a tremendous differ- 
ence by doing seemingly ordinary simple 
things to respond to human need. The 
hidden payoff comes inside oneself. 

By this sort of involvement one is 

in contact with what is in reality 

the only real world. Having that con- 
tact is an immense help in dealing 

with one's own fears and denials.

ANTHOLOGY | 


BRAZIL: 


I recently stayed on a university campus 
in the home of one of the faculty. 

Let's say the couple's first names 

were Ralph and Mary. I was told that 
they had just come back a few days 
before from northern Brazil. I presumed 
that they had been on vacation. That 
intrigued me because it struck me that 
that was not the usual area for vacations 
It turned out that they had not been 
there on vacation. They had taken 

a group of people to a large northern 
industrial city where they themselves 
had lived for a few years. I found 
that Ralph and Mary had done this a 
number of times, taking groups who 
wished to become aware of the realities 
I asked them why 
they did it. They explained how they 
had lived there; he as educator, she 

as social worker. While there they 

had worked very closely with another 
couple, a Brazilian husband and wife 
team. They became very close. But 

Mary became very i11 and had to be 

flown back to north America for an 
operation, which was successful. Very 
soon after Maria, the wife of Ralph's 
friend. and colleague, also became seri-' 
ously ill, did not have access to good 
treatment, and died.” The difference 

in the resources of two worlds struck 
Ralph in a new and searing way. He 
decided to try to do something about 

it. He tries to get others to see 

that reality too. Maybe we all need 

to be shown that reality. I just thought 
I would share the experience of meeting 
these two people.

The speaker 
as you have probably guessed is the 
Ayatollah Khomeini.

ANTHOLOGY 


GALLERY: I had an opportunity to visit 
the new National Art Gallery in Ottawa. 
The gallery stands on a magnificent 
bluff above the Ottawa river, the same 
one actually as the Parliament Building 
but further to the east. However, 

as you approach, you notice that 

just across the road is the old Basilica, 


built in Romanesque style, the Cathedral 


of the Diocese for many years. Then 
something strikes you as your eye 
takes in the new Gallery and the 

old Basilica. You realize that the 
architect has been sensitive to his 
Gallery being between the Houses 

of Parliament and the Basilica. 

You look again at the Gallery and

One 
realizes that this building is indeed 
a Cathedral. I suppose you could 
say that the difference is that the 
old Cathedral was built to enshrine 
a divine spirit while this Cathedral 
is built to enshrine the achievements 
of the human spirit. Yet I wonder. 
As I look at the art on these walls 
I think I see a great deal of the 
divine breaking through the human 
hands and eyes and souls who painted 
this beauty and terror and wonder.

BIBLE READINGS 


A Reading from the First Book of the Kings. 


- Now Naboth the Jezreelite had a vineyard in Jezreel, beside the palace of 
Ahab king of Samaria. And after this Ahab said to Naboth, “Give me your 
vineyard, that I may have it for a vegetable garden, because it is near my 
house; and I will give you a better vineyard for it; or, if it seems good to you, 
I will give you its value in money.” But Naboth said to Ahab, “The Lord for- 
bid that I should give you the inheritance of my fathers.” Then the word of 
the Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying “Arise, go down to meet Ahab 
king of Israel, who is in Samaria; behold, he is in the vineyard of Naboth, 
where he has gone to take possession.

ANTHOLOGY 
SHARING THE ADOLESCENT QUEST 


There was no defined adolescence before 
1904. In that year the psychologist 
G. Stanley Hall wrote a book by that title 
and the term was born. Adolescence is 
now defined as a time of life between the 
end of childhood and the beginning of 
adulthood. The word itself comes from 
the Latin word adolescere, which means 
to grow up. 


We describe adolescence as the time 
when people establish their identity, 
achieve a sense of autonomy and com- 
petence, learn self-control and the 
management of emotions, develop purpose 
and integrity, and achieve healthy inter- 
personal relations. But these are all 
aspects of a lifelong quest. We are 
always working at the establishment 
of our identity.. This is not only a 
problem for adolescents, but the central 
question of the three-year-old who asks, 
Who am I? and the forty-year-old who 
asks, Am I satisfied with my life? 

As we read about the adolescent quest, 
we must never forget this fact. To 

some extent, all phases of faith and 
development intermingle throughout our 
lives. The need for ritual, storytelling, 
praying together, listening to and 
answering questions does not disappear 
at age twelve, or even at age fifteen. 
Adolescence simply represents a time 

in a person's life when certain aspects 
of human development express themselves 
in particular ways.

ANTHOLOGY 
MORNING FLIGHT: I rarely fly over the 
mountains without there being a few 
minutes when the mountains reach up 
into my consciousness and insist on 
being looked at. There comes a moment 
when I hear what I suppose is a kind of 
siren call. It says simply. “Look at us". 
The extraordinary thing about that look- 
ing down, is that the sight is always 
different. Like the ocean, indeed like 
our friends and anyone whom we love, 
mountains always lift up a different and 
new face. Again, it is the same face 
but different in mood and in what is 
being communicated. This morning, still 
very early, the world of the mountain 
tops is glitteringly white, yet, 
because of the early sun being low in 
the sky, the valleys are a deep blue- 
black. Diaphanous white puffs of 
cloud hang motionless over each peak 
while their small shadows are cast miles 
behind them on the side of another peak 
because of the angle of the morning 
sun. One is conscious too of the fact 
that the mountains at this moment are 
everywhere. To my left and to my right, 
ahead and behind as far as I can See, 
they have taken over the world. One 
thing I have never noticed before is 
the great natural bowls formed by the 
clustering of peaks, vast amphitheatres 
where there will never be an audience 
to watch the eternal silent drama 
and beauty and even terror of creation. 
And then, even as I write, these vast 
players leave the stage. In reality of 
course it is I who leave the stage, swept 
eastward to where the ocean we call the 
prairies,-having its own beauty and its 
own glory, begins.

ANTHOLOGY 


SELVES: As I go through the marriage 
service with young men and women I 

am struck by the hidden meanings in 

the language of the service. Take 

the phrase "In marriage husband and 
wife give themselves to each other". 
You might think it a statement of 

the obvious. But if you took at it 

a second time it brings out something 
that is often screamed out in marriage 
arguments and wrestled with at marriage 
counselling sessions. The trick is 

to look at that word "selves". "In 
marriage husband and wife give them 
SELVES to each other". In our culture, 
particularly if we are affluent, we 
give a great many things to each other. 
We give gifts for this, gifts for 

that, surprise gifts, gifts for no 
reason other than that we saw something 
and thought the other person would 

like it. But sometimes the giving 

of things can be a cover, usually 
unconscious, for the fact that the 

one thing we are not doing is giving 
the other person our deepest "self". 
Often in a marriage, as one or the 
other accepts a gift and says thank 
you, we can be really saying - "thank 
you for this but I would far prefer 

if you gave me yourself, which you 

are not doing, either because you 

don't want to or because you are somehow 
incapable of doing so". That thought 
came the other day as I was going 
through the marriage service with 

a couple. The words again are - "In 


marriage husband and wife give themSELVES 


to each other".

BIBLE READINGS 


A Reading from the Book of Acts. 


As we were going to the place of prayer, we were met by aslave girl who had 
a spirit of divination and brought her owners much gain by soothsaying. She 
followed Paul and us, crying, “These men are servants of the Most High God, 
who proclaim to you the way of salvation.” And this she did for many days. 
But Paul was annoyed, and turned and said to the spirit, “I charge you in the 
name of Jesus Christ to come out of her.” And it came out that very hour. But 
when her owners saw that their hope of gain was gone, they seized Paul and 
Silas and dragged them into the market place before the rulers; and when 
they had brought them to the magistrates they said, “These men are Jews and 
they are disturbing our city.

A Reading from the Book of Acts. 


As we were going to the place of prayer, we were met by a slave girl who had 
a spirit of divination and brought her owners much gain by soothsaying. She 
followed Paul and us, crying, ‘These men are servants of the Most High God, 
who proclaim to you the way of salvation.” And this she did for many days. 
But Paul was annoyed, and turned and said to the spirit, “I charge you in the 
name of Jesus Christ to come out of her.” And it came out that very hour. But 
when her owners saw that their hope of gain was gone, they seized Paul and 
Silas and dragged them into the market place before the rulers; and when 
they had brought them to the magistrates they said, ‘These men are Jews and 
they are disturbing our city. They advocate customs which it is not lawful for 
us Romans to accept or practise.” The crowd joined in attacking them; and 
the magistrates tore the garments off them and gave orders to beat them with 
rods. And when they had inflicted many blows upon them, they threw them 
into prison, charging the jailer to keep them safely. Having received this 
charge, he put them into the inner prison and fastened their feet in the stocks. 
But about midnight Paul and Silas were praying and singing hymns to God, 
and the prisoners were listening to them, and suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations of the prison were shaken; and im- 
mediately all the doors were opened and every one's fetters were unfastened. 
When the jailer woke and saw that the prison doors were open, he drew his 
sword and was about to kill himself, supposing that the prisoners had 
escaped. But Paul cried with a loud voice, “Dg,not harm yourself, for we are 
all here.” And he called for lights and rushed in, and trembling with fear he 
fell down before Paul and Silas, and brought them out and said, “Men, what 
must I do to be saved?” And they said, “Believe in the Lord Jesus, and you will 
be saved, you and your household.” And they Spoke the word of the Lord to 
him and to all that were in his house. And he took them the same hour of the 
night, and washed their wounds, and he was baptized at once, with all his 
family. Then he brought them up into his house,'and set food before them; 
and he rejoiced with all his household that he had beliéved in God. _ 16.16-34

And it is there, a warm jewel in the 
womb of night. So tiny, frailer than 

a cockleshell in the seas around Cape 
Horn. Dependant on the sun, upon its 
atmosphere, upon its master and its 

own dependant, humanity. Listen to 

its living sounds; the rhythm of the 
ocean, the crash of the avalanche, 

the susurration of sand, the pelting 
rain, the tumbling river. Let us see 
the lark ascending, the salmon leaping, 
the running deer, the patient elephant, 
the durable horse. The worm, the butter- 
fly, the spider in its web, the jackal, 
the vulture and the ravenous shark. 

Let us watch the sun's fire and the 
cold moon, lightening and thunderclouds, 
the hurricane flaring and the wind 

from the warm south. Let us love this 
world and revere it". I just came 
across that. It's by John Harriott, 

an English Jesuit. I think it is 
magnificent.

Some years ago I was travelling in a 
third class carriage from Paris to 
Chartres and with me in the compartment 
were a peasant and his daughter of round 
about 20. The girl suddenly had a frigh 
ful epileptic fit, screaming and convul- 
sing and frothing at the mouth. I was 
aware only of the horror of it. It 

was the girl's father who opened my eyes 
by the tenderness and jove and support 
he gave to his daughter. He was totally 
concerned for her, compassionate in a 
completely practical way, without the 
slightest hint of being a ministering 
angel or of any other sort of condes- 
cension. That was the form his prayer 
took in those circumstances, and it 
revealed evil swallowed up by goodness. 
I realised that I had seen something 
which not even all the stained glass 

at Chartres could show me. Our railway 
compartment had become the house of 

God and the gate of heaven.

A Reading from the Book of Isaiah. 


Behold, my servant shall prosper, he shall be exalted and lifted up, and shall 
be very high. As many were astonished at him — his appearance was so 
marred, beyond human semblance, and his form beyond that of the sons of 
men -© so shall he startle many nations; kings shall shut their mouths because 
of him; for that which has not been told them they shall see, and that which 
they have not heard they shall understand, Who has believed what we have 
heard? And to whom has the arm of the Lord been revealed? For he grew up 
before him like a young plant, and like a root out of dry ground; he had no 
form or comeliness that we should look at him, and no beauty that we should 
desire him. He was despised and rejected by men; a man of sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief; and as one from whom men hide their faces he was 
despised, and we esteemed him not. Surely he has borne our griefs and car- 
tied our sorrows; yet we esteemed him stricken, smitten by God, and af- 
flicted. But he was wounded for our transpressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities; upon him was the chastisement that made us whole, and with his 
stripes we ate healed. All we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the Lord has laid on him the iniquity of us all. 
He was oppressed, and he was afficted, yet he opened not his mouth; like a 
lamb that is ted to the shiughter, and like a sheep that betore its shearers is 
dumb, so he opened not his mouth, By oppression and judgment he was 
taken away; and as tor his generation, who considered that he was cut off out 
of the land of the living, stricken for the transgression of my people? And 
they made his grave with the wicked and with a rch man in his death, 
although he had done no violence, and there was no deceit in his mouth, Yet 
it was the will of the Lord to bruise him; he has put him to grief: when he 
makes himself an offering for sin, he shall see his offspring, he shall prolong 
his days; the will of the Lord shall prosper in his hand: he shall see the fruit of 
the travail of his soul and be satisfied; by his knowledge shall the righteous 
one, my servant, make many to be accounted righteous; and he shall bear 
their iniquities. Therefore I will divide him a portion with the great, and he 
shall divide the spoil with the strong; because he poured out his soul to death, 
and was numbered with the transgressors; yet he bore the sin of many, and 
made intercession for the transgressors. 52.13 53.12

A Reading from the Letter to the Hebrews. 


Since then we have a great high priest who has passed through the heavens, 
Jesus, the Son of God, let us hold fast our confession. For we have nota high 
priest who is unable to sympathize with our weaknesses, but one who in 
every respect has been tempted as we are, yet without sin, Let us then with 
confidence draw near to the throne of grace, that we may receive mercy and 
lind grace to help in time of need. In the days of his flesh, Jesus offered up 
prayers and supplications, with loud cries and tears, to him who was able to 


save him from death, and he was heard for his godly fear. Although he was a 
Son, he learned obedience through what he suffered; and being made perfect 
he became the source of eternal salvation to all who obey him. — 4-14-16; 5.7-9 


The Holy Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ according to John. 


They took Jesus, and he went out, bearing his own cross, to the place called 
the place of a skull, which is called in Hebrew Golgotha. There they crucified 
him, and with him two others, one on either side, and Jesus between them. 
Pilate also wrote a title and put it on the cross; it read, “Jesus of Nazareth, the 
King of the Jews.” Many of the Jews read this title, for the place where Jesus 
was crucilied was near the city; and it was written in Hebrew, in Latin, and in 
Greek. The chict priests of the Jews then said to Pilate, “Do not write, I he 
King of the Jews,’ but, This man said, I am King of the Jews.” Pilate 
answered, “What I have written I have written.” When the soldiers had 
crucified Jesus they took his garments and made tour parts, ene fer each 
soldier; also his tunic. But the tunic was without seam, woven from top to 
bottom; so they said to one another, “Let us not tear it, but cast lots for it to 
see whose it shall be.” This was to fulfil the scripture, “they parted my 
garments among them, and for my clothing they cast lots.” So the soldiers did 
this. But standing by the cross of Jesus were his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary the wife of Clopas, and Mary Magdalene, When Jesus saw his 
mother, and the disciple whom he loved standing near, he said to his mother, 
“Woman, behold, your son!” Then he said to the disciple, “Behold, your 
mother!” And from that hour the disciple took her to his own home. After 
this Jesus, knowing that all was now finished, said (to fullil the scripture), “I 
thirst.” A bowl full of vinegar stood there; so they put a sponge full of the 
vinegar on hyssop and held it to his mouth. When Jesus had received the 
vinegar, he said, “It is finished"; and he bowed his head and gave up his 
spirit. 19.17-30

ANTHOLOGY 
A Letter written recently to the 


editor of a newsletter which deals 


with the interaction of religion 
and culture. A previous issue 
was asking what one would try to. 
save of great Christian art in 

a "holocaust". 


In the January 15 issue you make eloquent 
mention of Gruenewald's Isenheim Altar. 

I have my own choice work of Western art 
to be saved at ‘the holocaust.' It is 
the final chorus of the "St. Matthew's 
Passion," and in fact it is the penulti- 
mate chord of that chorus. This cannot 
be described in words. If that were 
possible, of course, we wouldn't need 

the music. To bring it to your notice, 
the whole work moves inexorably toward 
forcing the listener to grasp, not just 
in his mind but in his heart, that God 
came onto this planet offering an over- 
whelming example of love, which was 

too much for men to take. So they killed 
the God of love. ` 


The penultimate chord (if I remember 
correctly) is a C minor chord, into 
which Bach introduces a dissonant and 
most painful B natural: the realization 
by means of music of what we have done, 
and repeatedly still do. 


The Gospel cannot be expressed by words 
alone, and we should not forget that 
fact. The artist, be he poet, painter, 


musician, architect, reveals an additional 


dimension. Finally, of course, the 
Gospel is always most fully shown to 
us in the examples of individual human 
lives.

A Reading trom the Book of Deuteronomy.

WOUNDED HEALER 

For two weeks, some years ago, we 
tasted the joy of a lakeside cottage. 
Then the accident. In itself I suppose 
it is incidental, but I was grateful for 
the insights that came as I moved 
through it. 

In one sentence,what happened was that 
I slipped on a dock one stormy day and 
broke my wrist. There followed a day 
and a half in hospital. {In hospital and 
in sickness our minds are more than 
usually sensitive to the attitudes of 
others toward us. More than all the 
rest one person comes to my mind. I 
don't know her name, but that doesn't 
matter. My first impression, as she 
came into the waiting room and called 
my name, was an impression of kindness 
and friendliness and, for some reason, 
weariness. She was, I would say, in 
her early sixties, her hair greyish, 
straight, neat. When she asked me 
to follow her, I noticed that she 
moved slowly with a tentative, slightly 
lurching walk. As she asked me to 
prepare for the X-ray, she chatted 
gently and reassuringly. Her voice 
was quiet, her accent English. Then, 
as she placed my arm in the correct 
position on the machine, I saw her 
fingers, delicate, spotlessly clean, 
already twisted in the unmistakable 
contours of arthritis. 

I suppose it was the way she tended 


myself and others. She not only witnessed 


pain, but obviously experienced it with 
grinding persistency. I could not help 
but see her as a kind of wounded healer. 
And precisely because she was wounded 
it gave her a sympathy and gentleness 
that communicated itself in every 

word and touch. I was very moved.

"I can picture one teacher there - I 
can't recall her name. She was short 
and spare, and I remember her eager 
jutting chin. Quite unexpectedly 

one day she suddenly launched forth 
on a speech on life and religion. 
‘All of you', she said ‘every one 

of you - will pass through a time 
when you will face despair. If you 
never face despair, you will never 
have faced life, or become a Christian, 
or known a Christian life. To be 

a Christian you must face and accept 
the life that Christ faced and lived; 
you must enjoy things as He enjoyed 
things; be as happy as He was at the 
marriage at Cana, know the peace and 


happiness that it means to be in harmony 


with God and with God's will. But 
you must also know, as He did, what 
it means to be alone in the Garden 
of Gethsemane, to feel that all your 
friends have forsaken you, that those 
you love and trust have turned away 
from you, and that God himself has 
forsaken you. Hold on then to the 
belief that that is not the end. If 
you love, you will suffer, and if 
you do not love, you do not know the 
meaning of a Christian life.’ She 
then returned to the lesson with her 
usual vigour, but it is odd that those 
few words, more than any sermon I 
have ever heard,remained with me, 
and years later they were to come 
back to me and give me hope at a time 
when despair had me in its grip. 
She was a dynamic figure, and also, 
I think, a fine teacher, I wish I 
could have been taught by her longer.

ANTHOLOGY 


ONE OF US: Nowadays we very often use 
such expressions as “affirming someone” 
or "affirming soméone's humanity". 
There is I think increasing understanding 
of how difficult it is to have to 
be merely a receiver, whether that 
is because we are poor or ill or handi- 
capped in some way. For instance, 
in the long lines at a food bank there 
will often be anger mixed in with 
gratitude for the food. That anger 
is understandable, and if the volunteer 
cannot understand this they should 
not be doing the job. - I thought of 
these things recently when I read 
an incident from the life of Dorothy 
Day. Day was for many years one of 
the giants of social concern and commit- 
ment in American life. The story 
is told by Robert Coles. About thirty 
years ago he came to work on the paper 
"The Catholic Worker" as a medical 
student doing volunteer work. Someone 
said that Dorothy Day was in the kitchen. 
When he went in she was having lunch 
with someone. Cole could see that 
the person was disturbed, alcoholic 
and quite incoherent. Day did not 
look up but kept on listening. He 
waited, and when lunch was over he 
went in again. Day and the other 
person were getting up. It was obvious 
that he was coming to speak to Dorothy 
Day, but she said to him "You wanted 
to speak with one of us...?" Cole 
said he never forgot that totally 
natural affirming of the other person 
in spite of their obvious helplessness 
at that moment. It was a moment of 
the most sensitive and natural affirma- 
tiom of another in their time of vulner- 
ability.

Strathcona School for boys opened in a 
room of the Calgary Public Library in 
September of 1929. After moving first 


to Hope Street and then 15th Avenue S.W. 


it settled in 1232 Riverdale Avenue 
where it remained until 1971, the year 
of the amalgamation with Tweedsmuir, 
an Academic School for Girls, and the 
relocation of the new school to the 
campus near Okotoks. Both schools had 
strong ties with Christ Church. 
Strathcona Boys sang in the church and 
Tweedsmuir held its annual prizegiving 
here. Ministers of this church and 
Okotoks taught religious studies 
classes at the schools. 


Today, Strathcona-Tweecsmuir School is 
the proud successor of its Elbow Park 
forebears. Many of the school's 542 
students live in this area and the 
uniforms are still a familiar sight 

to the residents.

ANTHOLOGY 


There are techniques and disciplines 
which we all find valuable for ourselves. 
There are obvious things like jogging, 
meditation, aerobics and so on. But let's 
think about that much misunderstood but 
incredibly ancient and universal activity 
we call prayer. What brings these things 
to mind is my coming across two very 
simple yet very effective pieces presented 
by a friend in a small book entitled 
"Plain Prayers". The author is Avery 
Brooke. The two pieces are called simply 
"A Morning Prayer" and "An Evening Prayer" 
Here they are. First, the Morning Prayer. 
Take my hand Lord, and lead me through 
this day step by step. Remind me that 

I cannot do everything I wish, nor do 

any of it perfectly. Only you are perfect 
and only with your help can I do my best. 
Help me to remember to ask for that help. 
Here is the equally simple statement for 
the end of the day. Father, I have much 
to be grateful for tonight and I thank 
you. I have much to regret and I ask 
your forgiveness. But even as I ask 

your forgiveness I know that I receive it, 
and a deep peace fills my heart. Help me 
to sleep well tonight: and to make ready 
for that daily yet greatest of gifts, a 
fresh start. Simple? Yes, very. But 
deceptively so. Consider the seeming 
simplicity of the line even as I ask for 
your forgiveness I know that I receive it. 
Think of the immense psychological wealth, 
the healing power in that realization and 
the attitude it forms. You see, prayer 

is far more than that strange mistrusted 
think called religion. Prayer is a 
natural part of being human.

ANTHOLOGY 


As you probably know Bruno Bettelheim 
is regarded by some as the greatest 
living child psychologist. He is now 
eighty four years of age and is still 
immensely creative. In fact his latest 
book has just been published. It's 
entitled "A GOOD ENOUGH PARENT”. I 
mention it because it comes to grips 
with some things I hear being expressed 
by many young parents these days. 
We live at a time when being a parent 
is an extremely complex task. We are 
in a period of incalculable change. 
There are many situations we must respond 
to for which there is little or no 
precedent. The relationship between 
childhood and adulthood is very different 
from what it was only a generation 
or two ago. The end result is often 
extreme anxiety among teday's parents. 
It is interesting hearing Bettelheim 
responding to this, particularly to 
the anxiety of parents about preparing 
a child for an uncertain future. "No 
parent" says Bettelheim, "has ever 
known what his or her child will turn 
out to be. The best preparation for 
the future is to try to do well in 
the present. For this we must try 
to give our child security and self 
respect." As I read that I realized 
that these two qualities are timeless 
things. They are not peculiar to this 
or any other time. As a parent I cannot 
give my child answers te all he or 
she will have to face and to respond 
,to. But I can give him or her certain 
timeless resources for dealing with 
what life brings. I think this is 
what Bettelheim means. The book, by 
the way, has been published by Thames 
and Hudson.

AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent 
Offices made a very vivid preparation for the 
coming of our Lord to Earth. This Carol 

Service, which is taken largely from the 

one used in King's College, Cambridge, is 

designed to include as many of these features 

as possible. Properly, the choir should 

be moving in Procession from West to East, 

from 'Darkness to Light', but the short length 

of our Nave only allows us to do this symbolically. 
First, from the chancel gallery the ancient 
Responsory of Advent Sunday Mattins, and 

a Carol, announce the hope of the Messiah. 

After a bidding Prayer, the choir enters, 

singing St. Ambrose's great hymn, "Come, 

thou Redeemer of the earth".

ANTHOLOGY 


IDOL OR ICON? We are all familiar with 
how money can be an idol; how it 

so easily becomes a substitute for 
God, promising security, happiness 

and power. Most of us have struggled 
to seek some spiritual freedom with 
money; some way of reconciling money 
with prayer, grace and stewardship. 

We know we cannot really serve God 

and money, and we've at least tried to 
put God first. But could money really 
be an icon,a way of seeing and being 
seen by God? 


I sat with an old dollar bill in my 
hand, feeling its softness, wondering 
where it had been. What other hands 
had grasped it or given it? What human 
toil had earned it, spent it, earned 
it again? What small human needs had 
it fulfilled in its time? Was it once 
stolen, lost, found? Had anyone ever 
really even noticed it? For a moment, 
money seemed almost like breath, like 
the air that circulates among us all, 
continuous given and received, linking 
us in spiritual intimacy with God and 
one another. 


It would be easy to push this money/ 
breath/spirit analogy too far, but 

the fact remains: money is more than 
just a symbol of God's abundant provi- 
dence for us. Money is an actual, 
substantial vehicle through which God 
expresses and is expressed. Money 
can indeed be an icon, a way to know 
God's action in our lives.

The CALLED TO CARE committee would like to propose an opportunity to the 
congregation of Christ Church which can be responded to in a variety of ways: 


Through letters from refugees overseas, presentations from the Diocesan Committee on 
Refugees, and parishioner's experience there is a significant opportunity unfolding for interested 
members of our parish to support a refugee family in making a new start in Calgary, spiritually and 
financially. 


For a successful refugee support programme to take place there are three major 
requirements with a hope to have as many parishioners as possible involved in one or all of the 
major areas. 


FINANCIAL ; i 
$1,000 a month is needed to be pledged for a minimum of a year to provide 
housing, food, services. This could be cL aia by 20 individuals 
pledging $50 a month. 


STEWARDSHIP 
10 - 15 individuals are needed to assist in different helping functions to get 
the refugee family established in Calgary. Examples of assistance would 
be to find accommodation, apply for government programmes, set up 
language training for the family, or helping the mother learn to shop and 
budget. The stewardship roles are each small but provide a rewarding 
experience and tasks which are not too onerous.

1-2 "friends" who will commit to being there for the family for a long 
period of time to provide continuity and stability during the first year.

STARFISH 


Very often you will hear someone admit 
that they feel overwhelmed by the 
realities of the contemporary world. 
They don't believe that anything 

they can do will have any effect, 

and so they opt out, and thus lessen 
the feeling of powerlessness today's 
world issues can bring. I recently 
came across a simple and lovely thing 
which made what I thought a first 


class response to this helpless feeling. 


It's a very simple story. "A man 

was walking down by the beach at 
dawn. He noticed a young person 
quite a bit ahead of him. She seemed 
to be stovping down frequently as 

she walked along very slowly. The 
man couldn't see what she was doing 
until he got quite a bit nearer. 

Then he realized that she was picking 
up starfish and flinging them into 
the sea. Intrigued, the man went 
over and asked why she was doing 
this. The young person answered 

that she figured the starfish would 
die if they were left on the beach 

in the strong morning sun. "But", 
the man countered, "this beach goes 
on for miles and miles. There must 
be millions of starfish on it every 
morning.

MUSIC 


When Robert MacAfee Brown was a student 
he ‘spent a summer week on the staff 

of a camp for nine and ten year old 
boys. Every evening they were’ supposed 
to end the day with some brief time 
for reflection. As Brown points out, 
it is not the easiest of tasks to 

get nine year old boys to reflect 

on anything for more than about fifteen 
seconds. However, the boys would 

be assembled in an open space among 

the trees. At the time, it was many 
years ago, Brown had with him a wind-up 
phonograph. Its sound, he said, was 
rather basic! He had with him a small 
record selection and from it he took 
Opus 131 Beethoven. For a number 

of evenings, after the boys were in 
bed, he would play this great complex 
piece of the later Beethoven. On 

the last evening of the camp as the 
boys were gathering, Brown had put 

the phonograph behind the rough simple 
wooden altar of the camp. From there 
the sound of Beethoven emerged. This 
time the recording was of the Budapest 
String Quartet. Brown did not know 
what to expect. Would that sublime 
music work for a nine year old? Much 
to his surprise they listened for 

a while, and, when they were leaving 
one nine year old said to Brown - 

"Sir, what was that music?" Brown 
asked why he wanted to know. "Because, 
the child answered, ‘it sounded a bit 
like God talking". Perhaps great 

music is one of the sources from which 
some of us might expect to be addressed 
by the mystery we call God.

MUSIC 


When Robert MacAfee Brown was a student 
he spent a summer week on the staff 

of a camp for nine and ten year old 
boys. Every evening they were supposed 
to end the day with some brief time 

for reflection. As Brown points out, 
it is not the easiest of tasks to 

get nine year old boys to reflect 

on anything for more than about fifteen 
seconds. However, the boys would 

be assembled in an open space among 

the trees. At the time, it was many 
years ago, Brown had with him a wind-up 
phonograph. Its sound, he said, was 
rather basic! He had with him a small 
record selection and from it he took 
Opus 131 Beethoven. For a number 

of evenings, after the boys were in 
bed, he would play this great complex 
piece of the later Beethoven. On 

the last evening of the camp as the 
boys were gathering, Brown had put 

the phonograph behind the rough simple 
wooden altar of the camp. From there 
the sound of Beethoven emerged. This 
time the recording was of the Budapest 
String Quartet. Brown did not know 
what to expect. Would that sublime 
music work for a nine year old? Much 
to his surprise they listened for 

a while, and, when they were leaving 
one nine year old said to Brown - 

"Sir, what was that music?" Brown 
asked why he wanted to know. "Because, 
the child answered, it sounded a bit 
like God talking". Perhaps great 

music is one of the sources from which 
some of us might expect to be addressed 
by the mystery we call God.

A Reading from the Letter of James. 


My brethren, show no partiality as you hold the faith of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Lord of glory. For if a man with gold rings and in fine clothing comes into 
your assembly, and a poor man in shabby clothing also comes in, and you pay 
attention to the one who wears the fine clothing and say, “Have a seat here, 
please,” while you say to the poor man, “Stand there,” or, “Sit at my fect,” have 
you not made distinctions among yourselves, and become judges with evil 
thoughts? Listen, my beloved brethren. Has not God chosen those who are 
poor in the world to be rich in faith and heirs of the kingdom which he has 
promised to those who love him? If you really fulfil the royal law, according to 
the scripture, “You shall love your neighbour as yourself,” you do well. But if 
you show partiality, you commit sin, and are convicted by the law as trans- 
gressors. For whoever keeps the whole law but fails in one point has become 
guilty of all of it. What does it profit, my brethren, if a man says he has faith 
but has not works? Can his faith save him? If a brother or sister is ill-clad and in 
lack of daily food, and one of you says to them, “Go in peace, be warmed and 
filled,” without giving them the things needed for the body, what does it profit? 
So faith by itself, if it has no works, is dead. 2.1-5, 8-10, 14-17.

Jesus went on with his disciples, to the villages of Caesarea Philippi; and on 
the way he asked his disciples, “Who do men say that | am?” And they told 
him, “John the Baptist; and others say, Elijah; and others one of the 
prophets.” And he asked them, “But who do you say that I am?” Peter 
answered him, “You are the Christ.” And he charged them to tell no one 
about him.

For whoever is ashamed of me and 
of my words in this adulterous and sinful generation, of him will the Son of 
man also be ashamed, when he comes in the glory of his Father with the holy

One holy place I know is a workshop attached to a barn. There is 

a wood-burning stove in it made out of an oil drum. There is a 
workbench, dark and dented, with shallow, crammed drawers behind 

one of which a cat lives. There is a girlie calendar on the wall, 

plus various lengths of chain and rope, shovels and rakes of 

different sizes and shapes, some wornout jackets and caps on pegs, 

an electric clock that doesn't keep time. On the workbench are 

two small plug-in radios both of which have serious things wrong 

with them. There are several metal boxes full of wrenches, and a 

bench saw. There are a couple of chairs with rungs missing. 

There is an old yellow bulldozer with its tracks caked with mud 

parked against one wall. The place smells mainly of engine oil & 
and smoke - both wood smoke and pipe smoke. The windows are small 

and even on bright days what light there is comes through mainly 

in window-sized patches on the floor. 


I have no idea why this place is holy, but you can tell it is the 
moment you set foot in it if you have an eye for that kind of 
thing. For reasons known only to God, it is one of the places he 
uses for sending his love to the world through.

Joy 


There is not one of us whose life has not already been touched 
somewhere with joy. Yet, ironically enough, these are likely 
to be precisely the moments that we do not associate with 
religion. (We tend to think that joy is not only not properly 
religious but that it is even the opposite of religion). We 
tend to think that religion is sitting stiff and antiseptic 
and a little bored and that joy is laughter and freedom and 
reaching out our arms to embrace the whole wide and preposterous 

earth which is so beautiful that sometimes it nearly breaks our 

hearts. We need to be reminded that at its heart Christianity 

is joy and that laughter and freedom and the reaching out of 

arms are the essence of it. We need to be reminded too that 

joy is not the same as happiness. Happiness is man-made - a 

happy home, a happy marriage, a happy relationship with our 

friends and within our jobs. We work for these things, and if 

we are careful and wise and lucky, we can usually achieve them. @& 
Happiness is one of the highest achievements of which we are 

capable, and when it is ours, we take credit for it, and 

properly so. But we never take credit for our moments of joy 

because we know that they are not man-made and that we are 

never really responsible for them. They come when they come. 

They are always sudden and quick and unrepeatable. The second 

thing is that joy is a mystery because it can happen anywhere, 

anytime, even under the most unpromising circumstances, even 

in the midst of suffering, with tears in its eyes. Even nailed 

to a tree.

SERENITY 


I have called these few thoughts 
"Serenity" because I think down deep 
that is what they are about. What 

I am going to share with you is one 
of my favourite quotations. It's 
from a piece of political reflection 
that Reinhold Niebuhr wrote around 
the late thirties or early forties 

I would guess. At this point he was 
speaking about wisdom as being, not 
the annulment of all the contradictions 
and absurdities we come across in 
life, but rather the achievement of 
serenity while still inescapably caught 
in them. Here are Niebuhr's words:- 
"Nothing that is worth doing can be 
achieved in our lifetime; therefore 
we must be saved by hope. Nothing 
which is beautiful or good makes com- 
plete sense in any immediate context 
of history; therefore we must be saved 
by faith. Nothing we do, however 
virtuous, can be accomplished alone; 
therefore we must be saved by love. 
No virtuous act is quite as virtuous 
from the standpoint of our friend 

or foe as it is from our standpoint; 
therefore we must be saved by the 
final form of love, which is forgive- 
ness. For some reason those words 
refuse to leave my mind. I think 
they are magnificent. I hope they 
speak to you.

We live at a moment unrivalled for a thousand years for recovering a truly 
catholic consciousness by learning immediately from other Christians. 
During the centuries of separation, the Holy Spirit has revealed different 
aspects of Christ to each Christian confession. Now is the time for the 
reintegration of faith in the Lord as well as the reintegration of his church. 


In my own imagination I see this in a pattern of the Christian festivals 
and fasts. If I may have a fantasy of a year of Christian re-integration 
for myself, I would spend Advent with Scottish Presbyterians because of 
their sense of the sovereignty of God and Judgment; Christmas in an English 
Cathedral because of the Anglican feeling for Incarnation; Epiphany with 
the Greek Orthodox because of the awareness of glory and transfiguration; 
Lent in the Benedictine or Cistercian abbey because of the practice of aus- 
terity; Holy Week in a German Lutheran congregation because of the great. 
devotion to the sacrifice of the cross; Easter with the Russian Orthodox 
because of their joy in the resurrection, and Pentecost in a charismatic 
Roman Catholic parish because of its new feeling for the Holy Spirit. This 
would be an experience of catholicity which would be a revelation in faith. 
No matter what the canonical situation may be, all of these traditions belong 
to me, or rather I belong to them as I respond to Christ in them.
